Chicago (AP).—It promises to be 
a red-letter year for the “grand old 
man” of intercollegiate football. 
For one thing, Amos Alonzo Stagg 
is starting his 40th year of coach­ 
ing at the University of Chicago, 
which in itself would be epochal 
enough for a man in his 69th year. 
In addition, his alma mater is 
going to honor him by sending her 
football team to the midwest for 
the first time in Yale history. 
Chicago will play host to Yale at 
Stagg field October 17 In one of the 
most unique intersectional games 
ever played on an American grid­ 
iron. 
Playing At Yale 
It was during his own playing 
days at Yale that Stagg won a place 
on the first all-American team ever 
selected. 
That was 
in 
1888—43 
years ago. 
And, though he Is old enough to 
be a grandfather to many college 
coaches, Amos Alonzo Stagg today 
has just as much zest for football 
as when he played himself. 
If anything, his interest in a th ­ 
letics is more keen now than it ever 
was. 
Take his philosophy of a football 
team’s success, which gives an ink­ 
ling as to the kind of man he is: 
“Last year,” he says, “we didn’t 
win a .single conference game. And 
yet I regard last year’s season as a 
most successful one.* 
Never Lost Interest 
“My boys never once lost inter­ 
est. 
On the contrary, they added 
to it week by week. 
Defeat, then, 
was a means to urge them on to try 
harder. They did not lose spirit. 
“They did everything to the u t­ 
most of their capabilities, or tried 
to. I look back on the season as an 
enjoyable one. 
“After all, you know, football is a 
game.’’ 
Thus the dean of the nation’s 
gridiron coaches has bis own defi­ 
nition of success on the gridiron, 
and it’s not measured by victory or 
defeat. 
He gets genuine pleasure out of 
coaching his Maroon squad, al­ 
though it usually includes only a 
handful of players who display any­ 
thing like outstanding promise. 
Just as his zeal for football hasn’t 
flagged, so has Stagg maintained 
his own personal activity in sports. 
Even at 68 he is anything but a 
poor tennis player. He used to play 
a lot of golf too. 
Now he confines 
his exercise to tennis “because the 
courts are handy." 
Mostly he plays with his son, 
Paul, who will be the quarterback 
on his 1931 Chicago eleven. 
Fre­ 
quently Paul s dad beats him at ten­ 
nis, too, although Paul is rated as 
No. 2 man on Chicago’s tennis team. 
Many Letters 
Stagg's correspondence is so volu­ 
minous that he maintains an office 
at his home as well as at the uni­ 
versity. 
“I try to answer all letters,” he 
says. 
“I write letters to my foot­ 
ball players and like to add per­ 
sonal touches to these. ’ 
Incidentally the “Old Man of the 
Midway” invites a student to come 
out for football only once. 
Never 
does he ask him twice. 
Football is here,” he says, “for 
those who wish to participate in it. 
I like to have the boys come out 
for the game—but I 
don’t 
urge 
them.” 


Oscar Shaw Misses Applause 
In Talkies; Likes Stage Best 


The following interesting inter­ 
view with Oscar 
Shaw, 
popular 
stage star, by C. William Duncan, 
of the Philadelphia Evening Ledger, 
appeared in Mr. Duncan’s column, 
“Now My Idea Is This,” Tuesday 
night: 
The inspiration of actual applause 
is what an actor misses most when 
he transfers from the legitimate 
stage to the silent or talking pic­ 
tures. in the opinion of Mr. Shaw. 
“Give me the stage,” he said en­ 
thusiastically. “There an actor can 
hear the reaction of his audience 
when he puts forth his best efforts 
and thinks he has done his work 
well. 
“In the legitimate theatre there 
is an intim ate contact between the 
man behind the footlights and his 
audience that means much to him, 
especially if the reaction is a friend­ 
ly one. In the moving pictures the 
actor plays not to hum an beings 
but to miles of celluloid tape. 
He 
knows his efforts will eventually ap­ 
pear before the public in ’canned’ 
form. 
"On the stage the actor appears in 
a play or a musical comedy th at 
runs continuously from start to 
finish. On the lot of a motion-pic- 
ture company he appears for one 
shot, then another and then a n ­ 
other. 
It might be described as a 
patch-quilt proposition. 
"Suppose this room were to be the 
scene of a quarrel between lovers. I 
raise my hand to strike the lady of 
my heart and the clock tolls off 5 
o’clock, quitting time. 
Just as the 
workman leaves his pick in the air 
we leave the scene unfinished. To­ 
morrow morning we come back to 
the lot and start where we left off. 
I with my hand poised to strike the 
lady. 
This gives an idea of how 
difficult it is for an actor to get 
himself in the proper mood for the 
resumption of a scene. 
Serves A Purpose 
“Yet the talking picture serves a 
purpose for the actor because it en­ 
ables him to see himself as others 
see him, to pick out his own flaws, 
which is impossible when he ap­ 
pears only on the legitimate stage. 
“Those directing the affairs of the 
moving pictures labor long and a r­ 
duously. They take shot after shot 
and consider four minutes’ perfect 
reproduction a good result for nine 
hours’ work.

"I like the opportunity in legiti­ 
mate stage work to ‘ad lib.’ which. 
in theatrical parlance, means adding 
ones own original remarks. 
It is 
the duty of any actor, whether in 
musical comedy or drama, to make 
his suggestions for changes for the 
good of the production. 
The reac­ 
tion 
of 
his 
audience 
tells 
him 
whether or not the change is worth 
while. This is usually done in talk- 
pictures because it costs too much 
money to ‘shoot’ another scene in 
case the ‘ad lib’ was not a good 
one.” 
This interview was somewhat dif­ 
ferent because the stock question, 
“W hat’s the m atter with the the­ 
atre today?” wasn’t asked. How­ 
ever. the interviewer couldn’t 
re­ 
frain from getting Mr. Shaw’s opin­ 
ion on the chances of the talking 
picture eventually replacing the le­ 
gitimate show’ entirely. 
"How can they when they are 
distinctly different?” he said. “The 
talking picture is as you were read­ 
ing a book and the people in the 
book spoke to you. But you knew 
very w^ell they were not real people 
but just the printed page talking 
to you. How. then, can something 
unreal, something mechanical, re­ 
place something real? 
Is A Different Field 
“The talking picture is distinctly 
a different field from the legitimate 
stage. There 
are 
thousands 
of 
peopls who go only to the movies, 
but still there are thousands, most­ 
ly in the larger cities, who love the 
legitimate theatre and will never 
permit th at 
love 
to cool. There 
are other thousands who go to both 
talkies and legitimate shows fre­ 
quently. 
"In the field where Ihave special­ 
ized, 
the 
musical 
comedy, 
the 
talking picture has less chance of 
approaching the real thing than 
it has in the drama. The repro­ 
duction of the singer’s voice is too 
mechanical. Also, the 
time 
will 
never come when the devotees of 
the famous bald-headed row will 
get a ’kick’ out of watching screen 
chorus girls.” 
Here the interviewer learned to 
his surprise that Mr. Shaw, despite 
his experience, still becomes ner­ 
vous on the stage when he plays in 
Philadelphia. He experiences that 
reaction nowhere else except Phil- 
adelfSfria. 
It’s 
his 
home 
city— 
th at’s the reason. 
“I am always nervous in a show 
opening in my native city because 
of anxiety 
to make 
good before 
people who knew me as a boy and 
have followed my career,” he ex­ 
plained. “I was born on Catharine 
street and lived at Eighteenth and 
Diamond streets when I left there 
to Ro on the stage. Mrs. Shaw and 
I made our stage 
debutiT in the 
same 
show.

yearns to do something apart from 
his regular routine. He would like 
to play a character role with his 
hair tousled and his nose a shiny 
red. 
“Eddie Poy,”

wanted to be a Shakespearean ac­ 
tor and carried a dozen of Shake­ 
speare’s plays with him. Often he 
was caught in a dram atic pose, a la 
Hamlet, before the mirror in his 
dressing room ” 
“W hat is your eventual ambition 
Mr. Shaw?

Economic Progress Reported 
Despite General 
Depression. 


Jerusalem—Owing to political dis­ 
sensions and 
financial depression 
abroad, Immigration to Palestine de­ 
clined from 5,303 in 1929 to 3,265 in 
1930. 
Of this num ber only 9 per 
tent were persons of independent 
pieans, as compared with 15 per 
tent in 1929, the bulk of the im m i­ 
grants, some 
70 per cent, 
being 
Workers. 
Investments from abroad for pri­ 
vate enterprises as well as contribu­ 
tions to the Jewish national funds 
Were lower. 
Even tourist parties 
Were fewer, only twelve cruises com­ 
ing to Haifa, as compared with th ir­ 
ty in 1929. The inevitable result of 
all this was increased unem ploy­ 
m ent, the figure rising from 850 to 
B,Q00 by the end of the year. 
Progress Reported 
Nevertheless progress is reported 
In a num ber of Palestine’s economic 
undertakings. Orange exports reach­ 
ed the record figure of 2,700,000 cases, 
and it is estim ated th at in the com­ 
ing season the 4.000.000 m ark will be 
reached, since m any of the young 
trees will become fruit-bearing for 
the first time. 
Palestine may thus 
be able to improve its position in the 
world orange m arket, where it Is 
now fourth, after Spain, Italy and 
the United States. 
G rapefruit has also shown a very 
Batlsfactory 
development, 
exports 
having jumped from 16,000 cases in 
1929 to 57,000 in 1930-31. 
B anana 
culture has increased threefold in 
th e last two years. In the grain set­ 
tlem ents there were losses not only 
from the drop in world prices, but 
also from drought and a plague of 
field mice. 
C om parative Figures 
In 1930, 16.347,000 litres of benzine 
were imported, as compared with 
7,381,000 in 1927; almost ail branches 
of industry showed an increase in 
export last year, including cement, 
stockings, purses, shoes, ar tificial 
teeth and chemical products. 
Very favorable progress was re ­ 
corded by the Palestine potash com­ 
pany on its Dead Sea works, bromide 
having already been exported. Work 
on the Haifa harbor is proceeding 
steadily. The Rutenberg hydroelec­ 
trical works on the Jordan will very 
ahortly be ready to supply energy 
and light both for industry and in­ 
tensive agriculture. 
The building 
industry also showed a considerable 
advance over previous years.

European Goods Tabooed By 


Kwango. Bist rid In 


Heart Of Africa. 


Native leaders have urged tribes 
men to boycott European Roods in 
the Kwango district of the Belgian 
Congo because the price of palm 
nuts has dropped. 
“Kwango, also known as Kwango 
Oriental, is a southwestern district of 
the Belgian Congo, its southernmast 
extremity deeply indenting Angola, 
Portugal’s huge West African col- 
anv,” says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society. 
“With an area about that of 
Oklahoma and with 800.000 inhab­ 
itants, among whom there are only 
a few’ white men—missionaries and 
traders—Kwango is a region of thick 
forests and broad plains, the later 
usually covered by a tall grass alive 
with game that has brought many 
hunters to the district. The only 
mountains are those that form its 
north, east and southern border­ 
lands and a few inland peaks. 


Life Along Rivers 
“Native 
villages 
are 
scattered 
throughout the district, but a large 
part of the Kwango population hugs 
the shores of the numerous rivers, 
all of which are branches of the 
Kwango river, from which the dis­ 
trict gets its name. The Kwango 
flows into the Kasai, which is a 
tributary of the Congo. 
“Kwango natives are Bantus, that 
race of swarthy natives that is wide­ 
ly spread over central and south­ 
ern Africa Chief among the Kwan­ 
go tribes are the Balang&s. W’ho are 
among the most intelligent of Con­ 
go tribes. From the Balangas the 
Belgians recruited some of the first 
native soldiers in their colony. 
“While customs in neighboring 
villages differ, the Balangas usually 
wear few clothes. The loin cloth is 
the wardrobe of the men, while a 
Balanga flapper is fully dressed 
when she fares forth in a brief skirt 
of palm-leaf fibers not unlike the 
‘hula’ dresses of the Pacific Isles. 
Now and then an aged native wom­ 
an, reluctant to ape new fashions, 
strolls through a village street with 
a gown of bark cloth, made by soak­ 
ing and beating the bark of a fig 
tree until it becomes thin and pit 
able. 


Clay Cosmetics 


“Often both the men and wom- 
daub their bodies with clay, includ­ 
ing the hair which falls in plaits 
about 
their 
shoulders. Women 
adorn their sticky tresses with ivory 
skewers 
and 
brass-headed 
nails 
procured from white traders. 
“Fond of 
music, the Balanga 
tribesman 
frequently 
burst 
into 
song. When a group of natives is 
called for porter service, they join 
in a serenade. The ‘harmony’ con­ 
tinues until they are released by 
their employer. The girls accom­ 
pany the singers with a nose flute, 
while the boys prefer a similar in­ 
strument played with the mouth. 
To add to the din there is usually 
a sort of drum with a stick pene­ 
trating the tight leather drum head. 
When the stick is pushed and pull­ 
ed through the head the instrument 
emits a growling noise that delights 
the chorus 
Village Games 
* Kwango natives are among the 
few tribesmen of the Congo who en­ 
joy games. Now and then a clear- 
ong is made and two villages hold 
a tournament. The tournament be­ 
gins with the two ‘teams’ heaping 
verbal insults upon one another. 
Perhaps the worst thing a Balanga 
tribesman can do is to call his ad­ 
versary ugly. After verbal epithets 
are hurled back and forth, the war­ 
riors begin to toss spears about, 
without intent to injure the ‘enemy.’ 
Seldom does anyone receive more 
than a scratch. If there is an ac­ 
cident and one of the tribesmen is 
fatally injured, there may develop 
a serious battle. 
“The villages are dotted with 
grass huts, usually picturesquely set 
beneath palm trees. The women 
tend their gardens, grind grain, 
make pottery and baskets and gos­ 
sip- When Hie men are not fish­ 
ing or fighting, they are squatting 
in small circles playing a game re­ 
sembling dice. It is played with 
small pieces of ivory, shaken in a 
cup and thrown on the ground 
Kwango natives have been known 
to lose wives, propeity and even 
their own freedom by becoming 
slaves to the winner of the ‘dice’ 
game,” 


Enola, Nebraska, got its name by 
transposition of tile word "alone,” 
which a resident of the community 
used when asking the treasury de­ 
partment to establish a postoffice 
there.
